Fig Tree Time 

Luke 13:1-9 

In Psalnn 32 we read the following: "For my thoughts are not your thoughts, neither are your 
ways my ways," declares the LORD. "As the heavens are higher than the earth, so are my ways higher 
than your ways and my thoughts than your thoughts, " 

I wonder what things were like before sin ruined hunnankind's relationship with God. Did Adam 
and Eve sit down and chat with Hinn? Did God hug thenn as a father nnight and tell thenn how pleased 
He was with thenn? Did He tell them He loved them? Someday, we'll know. But for now, we must un- 
derstand that His ways are not our ways. 

What a burden sin is for us. But what a burden it is for God! It is so great a burden that He sent 
Jesus, His only Son, to die so that we could be freed from the curse of sin. 

God asks us to seek Him, to confess our sins, and to accept His grace and forgiveness in the Name 
of Jesus. In response to the wonder of that grace and forgiveness, God commands that we share our 
joy with the world so that others will know Him, His forgiveness, and His love. 

We are in "fig tree time," Just as with the fig tree in today's Gospel lesson, we are much less 
than God would have us be. But God has withheld His judgment, even though we continue in our sin. 

There will come a time when the fig tree will be cut down, when God's judgment will come. In 
that day, we pray that we and all who share His grace and forgiveness will be among the redeemed. 
For when the end comes and His kingdom is established, we will fully know Him and His love for us.
